Sudpension  of  mortgage fore-
closures on farin property of every
character throughout California
was announced today by Bank of
America.

Will F. Morrish, president, ex-
plained that the move was made
in order to offer temporary relief
to the farmer until legislation
offering permanent relicf becomes
operative.

“Prosident  Roosevelt has . re-
quested that farm mortgage cred-
itors refrain from bringing fore-
closure ‘procecdings until the farm
mortgage bill becomes operative,”
' said Mr. Morrish. “The Bank of
Wmerica is meeting the request of

the President, and

proceedings on all classes of real
estate ‘where the borrower is evi-
deneintg his good faith in attempt-
ing to work out his problem.

“The_decision to withhold fore-
closure  proceedings during  the
present period of stres was
reaghéd not only through desire
to conform to the President’s pro-
gram,' but because of the convic-
tion ‘on the part of the bank's
executive officers that the present
uptrend’ in commodity prices will
golve for many the press
ing problem of meeting their debt
obligations. ~ :

Some of the ablest speeches to
which 1 have ever lstened were
made on the constitutional phase
of this measure. Beck, a staunch
Republican  of . Penmsylvania, a
brilllant  attorney and a former
solicitor-geperal under the Hard-
ing administration, made one of
the supreme efforts of hig life in
his attack upon this bill because,
in his opinion, it is.a violation of
the constitution. Judge Cox of
Georgia, one of the old-scheol
Democrats and an advocate of in-
dividualism, attacked the bill on
the same grounds. He, too, is
fearful that this bill. goes far
afield and violates the constitu-
tional protection of the citizens.

I enjoyed these discussions but
my impression of this attitude of
thought is that while these
speeches were brilllant, they are
academic. These orators discussed
an abstract question. The pur-
poses of the recovery bill are to
meet a great emergency; to re-
lieve unemployment; to provide
wages and labor, food and clothes
for mothers and children.

Per-
haps the recovery bill does violate
some provisions of the constitu-
tion. One of the fundamental pro-
visions of the constitution is to
promote ' the general welfare of
our people and the great purpose
of the Recovery bill is to save
this purpose for which the con-
stitution was adopted. Anyway,
